But Rise During M ay 
Is Smallest Since 
Last December 


WASHINGTON UB-The nation’s 
living costs hit another record in 
May but registered the 
sm allest 
monthly rise since Decem ber. 
The latest government reading 
on living costs, released today, 
held out hope that the two-year 
inflationary 
spiral has 
leveled 
out for the sum m er. Food item s 
as a whole failed to increase in 
May for the first time since No­ 
vem ber. 
The 
Labor 
Departm ent 
index 
rose one-tenth of I per 
cent 
to 
123.6 per cent of the 1947-49 base. 
This is 3.3 per cent higher than 
May last year. It represents the 
19th straight rise -n the index rn 
the last 21 months. 
The index has not declined 
in 
any month since August 1956. 
The living cost rise m eans 
an 
autom atic pay boost for a - esti­ 
mated 850,000 workers m ainly 
in 
the vteel, aluminum, can 
m anu­ 
facturing and meat-packing indus­ 
tries. 
ABOLT 750,000 workers in these 
industries are to get a 4 cent 
hourly pay increase effective July 
I 
under 
labor 
contract 
clauses 
gearing pay rate# to the govern­ 
ment index. 
The rem aining 100,000 w orkers, 
prim arily in the aircraft industry 
and in the Washington and Detroit 
tran-it system s, are to get 2-cent 
per hour raises.

Increases in medical care costs

authority last March when he di­ 
rected Dr. Melish to turn the rec­ 
tory over to the Rev. Dr. Herman 
S. Sidener. 
Dr. Melish. 83, is rector-emeri­ 
tus of the church. Dr. Sidener is 
the present rector. 
The left-wing activities of Dr. 
Melish’s son. the Rev. William 
Howard Melish, have split the con­ 
gregation in a dispute which goes 
hack a decade. Dr. Sidener was 
, declared rector of the church by 
(the 
state Court of Appeals in 
December, 1957, 
The Rev. Mr. Melish had been 
supply priest of the church and 
acting rector, he has consistently 
denied pro • Communist sympath­ 
ies. 
Baker's decision in March or­ 
dered the 
Rev. Mr. 
Melish to 
move out of the rectory. He had 
claimed he was living there as 
his 
father’s 
guest. 
Dr. 
Melish 
said a resolution of the church’s 
vestry had given him life tenancy 
The son moved away and Bak­ 
er’s decision on ihis matter was 
not appealed. Although Baker al­ 
so directed Dr. Melish to leave, 
the elder clergyman remained on 
the ground that he was not a 
party to the litigation against his 
son. 
The appellate division’s major­ 
ity said that since Dr. Melish was 
not a direct party to the suit he 
has a right to remain the rectory.

Senate OKs 
Sharing of 
A-Secrets 


WASHINGTON Of* - The Senate, 
adding two restrictions of its own, 
has passed a bill to permit greater 
sharing of U.S. military atomic se­ 
crets with Allied nations. 
The measure now goes to con­ 
ference with the House, which re­ 
jected any amendments in passing 
the same measure overwhelmingly 
last week. 
The two changes were proposed 
by Sen. Clinton P. Anderson (D- 
NM). One would permit the Pres­ 
ident to transfer non-nuclear parts 
of atomic weapons only to Great 
Britain. The original bill would 
have authorized them to be sent 
to any friendly nation. 
The other struck out a catch-all 
section allowing the President to 
give Allies data on “ other military 
applications of atomic energy.” 
Anderson said this power was too 
broad and that it was not clear 
how' it would be used. 
The bill would allow transfer to 
Britain of designs 
for 
nuclear 
weapons, fissionable 
material to 
make them, and non-nuclear com­ 
ponents of weapons. 
To o t h e r Allies, the United 
States could give data on sues 
and effects of atomic weapons, re­ 
actor designs, and atomic fuels for 
nuclear-powered submarines 
and 
other military power plants.

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Are We Overlooking Our Northern Friend? 


Probably our neighboring country of 
Canada, where so many Fayette County 
people go in the summer months for fish­ 
ing or other types of vacationing, has 
som e reason for feeling a little touchy 
toward the United States but not many of 
the people in this country fully realizes 
that such a situation exists. 
Most of the visitors to Canada, at least 
those from this immediate area always 
have expressed pleasure over the hospital­ 
ity they received when they made trips up 
there. 
However within the past few years there 
has been some criticism from officials of 
this neighboring country that cannot go 
unnoticed. Most of us have seem ed to feel 
that the considerably amount of money 
which our tourists spend there was a spe­ 
cial source of Canadian friendliness tow­ 
ard us, and probably it is, but there seem s 
to be an undercurrent that we take too 
much for granted as to Canada’s attitude. 
With the world situation in its present mil­ 
itant and nervous attitude, maybe we are 
overlooking something. 


Some observers are telling us that the 
United States, while attempting to mend 
its political and diplomatic fences in near­ 
ly every part of the world, has been ne­ 
glecting our friend to the north. 
Just recently Lester B. Pearson, leader 


of the Canadian Liberal Party and winner 
of a 1957 Nobel peace medal, thinks we 
are. Speaking at the Vassar College com­ 
mencement, he said Canada is somewhat 
sensitive about being overlooked by the 
United States. 
He told graduates that Canada is a vig­ 
orous and free country, a friend and 
neighbor of this nation. But, he said, a 
surging feeling of national pride has made 
Canadians s o m e w h a t annoyed about 
slights when action is taken by this nation 
which hurts Canada, especially in the field 
of trade and economics in which U. S. — 
Canadian destiny is closely linked, as it is 
in the field of survival. 
Pearson, acknowledging that at times 
Canada’s source of worry is that “Big 
Brother” U.S.A. is not watching her, him­ 
self sounded like the big brother offering 
good advice. Few countries today are of 
greater importance to the United States 
than Canada, nor is there any which has 
been a better friend. The United States 
has made m istakes in the past, and will 
make others in the future, but one of them 
should not be the neglect of Canada. 
It would be a grievous error for this na­ 
tion to put Canada on the other side of the 
fence in external aflairs or to take her for 
granted in politics. The words of Mr. 
Pearson were well - spoken and should re­ 
ceive proper attention in this country.

Japan-U. S. Trade Problems 


Japan's problem is the same 
as that of many other nations 
namely, that Japan has goods to 
export and the United States is 
the best market. As long as the 
United States remains the best 
market for manufactured goods, 
it will attract d u m p i n g ; how 
l o n g that w i l l be so Is de­ 
pt ' f nt upon two eircumsta ces: 
1. How many Americans a r e 
employed in the United States; 
2. How much the American dol­ 
lar is worth. 
If five or six million Americans 
are out of work, partly because 
too much goods is being import­ 
ed from other countries, this 
market will, after a while, not be 
so good for the exporter; if the 
American dollar continues to drop 
in value, Americans will be fore- 
e < to take steps to protect their 
economy. 
At any rate, from the p r e s s 
agents for the Japan E x tern a l 
Trade Recovery Organiz a t i o n 
cc es a bulletin entitled “Jetro,’’ 
and in it is a statement by Har­ 
old F. Wendel, President of Lip- 
man, Wolfe & Co., which is de­ 
scribed as the major department 
Store of Portland, Oregon. 
Mr. 
Wendel, according to this press 
agentry, makes the original re­ 
mark: 
“America may lose Japan as 
sn ally unless we can expand our 
trade with that country." 
That was true, to my certain 
knowledge as early as 1915 and is 
true today, except that the march 
of intention has practically dim 
I n a t e d Japan's principal ex 
port, silk, which was exchanged 
in this country for cotton. S i l k 
was a splendid product for Japan 
to export to the United States be 
cause we made none of our own 
and our women consumed huge 
quantities of it. It was a product 
which Americans never sought to 
make although there was a raw 
silk industry in Italy and France. 
Then came rayon, nylon and all 
sorts of 
synthetic 
pro d u c t * 
which our women prefer to silk, 
particularly as stockings, and the 
•ilk industry in Japan suffered 
even before war obliterated the 
American market. 
TI e result of this change in the 
market is that Japan must fell us 
goods which we ourselves grow 
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and make. At one time, Jap a n 
practically had a monopoly of the 
camphor market of the world, 
but today synthetic substitutes for 
camphor abound. Japan's exports 
tend more and more to be manu­ 
factured goods. 
Actually, the United States is a 
very poor market for Japanese 
expi rts, except the muck a n d 
truck trade, meaning small items 
made 
in 
small 
factories 
and 
home industries. Such goods ai­ 
rs 
come 
from 
Germany 
and 
Czechoslovakia. The very best 
market for Japanese exports is 
China, including Manchuria, and 
it was to hold this market that 
Japan went to war against China 
twice and Russia twice. It would 
have been sounder, from an ec­ 
ono Hic 
as 
well 
as 
historic I 
standpoint, if Japan rather than 
Soviet Russia had conquered Chi­ 
na. if China had .o be conquer­ 
ed at ail. But the geniuses who 
presided ovei American 
policy 
n the Roosevelt administration 
preferred communist Russia to

EVEN though you have prob* 
ably never heard of It, moni­ 
liasis is a universal infection. 
Several epidemics have been 
reported in the past. 
This is an acute or subacute 
Infection of the akin or mucous 
membranes caused by a yeast­ 
like fungus. Generally, it ia lo­ 
calized on the akin, the mouth, 
nails, lungs, bronchi or vagina. 
Sometimes it even invades the 
bloodstream. 


Excessive Perspiration 
I think a discussion of moni­ 
liasis is especially timely since 
it often occurs among persons 
who perspire excessively. House­ 
wives, 
bakers, 
waiters 
a n d 
others whose work keeps their 
hands in soap and water fre­ 
quently are also good candi­ 
dates for this type of infection. 
Weakened persons, those with 
Improperly fitting dentures and 
Infanta might develop moni­ 
liasis of the mouth. 
Diabetes and pregnancy often 
are factors in development of 
vaginal infection. 
When the infection occurs In 
the mouth, it produces creamy 
white patches. 
How It Starts 
Inflammation 
of 
the 
nails 
•tarts with painful, reddened 
swellings. As the infection pro­ 
gresses, the nails become thick­ 
ened, hardened and generally 
d e v e l o p grooves. Eventually 
they usually become brownish. 


In severe cases of molillasls, 
the skin might develop lesion! 
resembling eczema. 
Bronchopulmonary moniliasis 
usually is very mild. It will 
cause a slight fever, a general 
feeling of uneasiness and cough­ 
ing. 
Severe pulmonary Infec­ 
tions can be fatal. 
As in most diseases, the un­ 
derlying causes must be deter­ 
mined and treated aa general 
therapeutic remedies are being 
carried out 


For the Mouth 
Oral lesions generally respond 
to alkaline mouthwashes such 
as one made from sodium bi­ 
carbonate, 
peppermint 
water 
and distilled water or dilute so­ 
lutions of genetian violet. 
Your physician will probably 
advise you to soak any skin 
lesions in a potassium perman­ 
ganate 
solution 
three 
times 
daily. 
Usually, this is followed by 
an application of a one per cent 
solution of gentian violet or a 
five per cent ammoniated mer­ 
cury ointment

For instance: the military com­ 
manders are subordinate to their 
civilian superior, Secretary of De­ 
fense McElroy. 
But Congress is jealous of its 
right to question military com­ 
manders, even if it means they 
publicly 
disagree with 
McElroy 
and try to defeat his ideas. 
W h e n 
President 
Eisenhower 
asked Congress to permit him to 
reorganize 
the 
Defense 
Depart­ 
ment, the House passed a bill giv­ 
ing him pretty 
much what be 
asked. 
But it made a couple of excep­ 
tions. This was one: 
If McElroy wanted to abolish 
some functions of one branch of 
the service or transfer them to 
another branch, then the chief of 
staff of the Army, Navy or Air 
I Force —- all under McElroy — 
could protest to Congress. 
And. 
under 
the 
House-passed 
| bill. Congress could repeal Mc- 
Elroy’s ordef. N e i t her McElroy 
nor th* 
Eisenhower administra­ 
tion liked this arrangement. 
So, when the bill moved over to 
the Senate, 
McElroy asked the 
Armed 
Services 
Committee 
to 
knock 
out this 
section 
of the 
House (jill. 
But then the committee called 
on Adm. Arleigh Burke, chief of 
naval operations, for his views 
They were contrary to McElroy’s. 


He said, in effect, that if Mc­ 
Elroy wanted to take away some 
function of the Navy, and Burke 
thought it bad for the country, he 
wanted to be free to tell Congress 
so. 
This opposition from 
B u r k e 
caused McElroy to tell reporters: 
“I 
am 
disappointed 
in 
h im 
(Burke), regard it as regretta­ 
ble." 
Would this end Burke’s career? 
McElroy said “I have no plans 
to have his position changed" but 
“ I am not the only one respon­ 
sible for his future." 
This 
could 
be interpreted 
as 
meaning Eisenhower, the only one 
above 
McElroy 
responsible 
for 
Burke’s future, might punish the 
admiral. 
McElroy hurried to deny the 
next day that he had any intention 
of rebuking Burke. 
“The secretary can be disap­ 
pointed, and he can regret parts 
of an officer’* testimony without 
ii being anything more than that,” 
he said. 
From far out in the Pacific, 
Vice Adm. Austin K. Doyle, com­ 
mander at Formosa, backed up 


Burke, said he thought he was 
sticking his neck out for saying 
so, and announced he was shocked 
at McElroy’s criticism of Burke. 
Then McElroy got hit by Sen. 
Richard B. Russell, Georgia Dem­ 
ocrat, 
chairman 
of the 
Armed 
Services Committee, and one of 
the most powerful men in Con­ 
gress. He said a couple of things: 
1. That McElroy’s criticism of 
Burke for telling Congress what 
he thought was proof Congress 
must preserve the right to ‘‘re­ 
ceive 
the 
unbiased 
professional 
judgment" of this country’s mili­ 
tary leaders. 
2. That “the clear implication 
in the secretary’s statement that 
the Joint Chiefs must conform or 
the totalitarian concept of govern­ 
ment than with our free govern­ 
ment of divided powers." 
That wasn’t all. Russell called 
off any more testimony by mili­ 
tary men on Eisenhower’s reor­ 
ganization plan until he gets as­ 
surance from McElroy they won t 
be punished for saying what they 
think.

Surge of College 
Enrollees Coming 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P)-W hen 
many of the youngsters entering 
first grade this fall go to college 
in 1970, enrollment in Ohio's col­ 
leges and universities will swell 
to at least 250,000. 
That’s the prediction of the Ohio 
Commission on Education Beyond 
the High School. If it conics true, 
it means a gain of almost IOO OOO 
students in the next 1 2 years. 
The figures are part of the com 
mission’s complete report — the 
summing-up of 
periodic 
rep o rt 
during recent months—issued Mon- 
day. 
Included is a count made la>t 
October showing 154.618 student 
enrolled in the 41 privately fi­ 
nanced and church-connected col­ 
leges, six state and three munici­ 
pal universities in the state.
